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Sierra Madre firefighter risks life in L.A. riots 


Sierra Madrean Gary Hood had a few hair-raising 
experiences while he was “at the front lines” as a fire¬ 
fighter in downtown Los Angeles last week. Those 
experiences ranged from stopping an arsonist to in¬ 
volving a gang in helping him extinguish a fire, to be¬ 
ing covered by a Los Angeles policeman while a sniper 
stationed on the roof of an apartment building took 
potshots at everyone within range. 

Hood, who had just returned from duty Friday 
morning after a 24-hour shift, had badly bloodshot 
eyes and was hyper from the adrenaline of his ex¬ 
periences and from drinking so much coffee to keep 
awake. He found himself gulping words in remem¬ 
brance of some of the close calls and shaking his head 
while remembering the sadness of seeing humanity 
at its worst and at its best. 

“We were the first relief company to roll in the 
fire at Third and Vermont. Our main concerns were 
to protect the residents’ homes from the commercial 
fires by putting up a water curtain between the proper¬ 
ties and extinguishing the fires with large volumes of 
water. Many people were homeless, not to mention 
those who can’t buy food. They were just burned out,” 
Hood said. 

He explained that the Strike Force with whom 


“We were a Light Force at first, just a truck and a 
pumper. As we were setting up at one fire, I saw some¬ 
one looting a mom and pop grocery store. People 
were carrying bottles of what I thought must be an 
ignitable liquid. They pulled away the metal grates 
that were securing the building and I saw other peo- 
irfe in the store pouring water while others were dump¬ 
ing gas. I went in and told everyone to get out and a 
scuffle broke out, in which I managed to slow them 
down while Capt. Cecil Rios grabbed one of the per¬ 
petrators,” Hood explained. Rios was the Task Force 
Commander who led Hood’s group. 

Hood said, “I was very cautious for my life. At 
one point a gang tried to interfere when we were try¬ 
ing to put out a fire in a mini-mall. The rest of the 
firefighters were on the ladder pipe and on the roof 
trying to trench. I was alone on the ground. I shut 
down the wagon battery (a huge nozzle mounted on 
the pump used for quick knockdown). This gang was 
trying to interfere with putting out the fire so I asked 
them to help me. Soon there were several gang mem¬ 
bers on the line helping while I instructed them. My 
main concern was for their safety since they were hyper 
and drunk. The leader was drinking booze from a 
bottle so I made him put it away before he could help 


energy and drunkeness would be a little depleted and 
then Capt. Rios helped instruct them. These kids need 
instruction and help.” 

How many fires did the Strike Force attack? Hood 
couldn’t say because they were busy going from one 
to another. “As soon as we would knock down one 
fire we radioed in for a new assignment.” 

He said he worked with departments from Bakers¬ 
field, Arcadia, La Verne, Orange County, Glendale 
and Beverly Hills. “The mutual aid was a good dem¬ 
onstration of how naturally aid can work during a 
(disaster.” 

He said he saw few police officers during the 
first part of his assignment. “We saw running gangs 
of 200 to 300 people in mobs. We were fighting fires 
at Third and Vermont and every time we went to other 
fires, a mob of people would be out there...looters 
and arsonists.” 

One poignant experience that he mentioned was 
seeing a mother loot with her child nearby. The child 
said, “But Mommie, everybody’s stealing. Isn’t that 
against the law?” 

Hood said that the mobs would disappear when 
police would appear, then come “out of the wood¬ 
work” as soon as the police would disperse. Hood

fires and looting. He was there in response to a request 
for a firefighter to participate in the strike team and 
he served as strike team leader aide. 

The fire and looting problem resulted following 
the not guilty verdict of the four police officers involved 
in the beating of Rodney King a year ago. 

Bickel worked under Battalion Chief Robert Mull 
of El Monte. Responding with fire departments called 
out from Pomona, El Monte, Arcadia, La Verne and 
Covina, other Sierra Madreans were requested to cover 
Los Angeles County Stations while their equipment 
was downtown. 

Tony Lerner went as assistant strike team leader 
along with Capt. Steve Smith, Engineer Barry Spriggs, 
Firefighter Jeff Comacho and Firefighter Robert 
Santhoff, all of Sierra Madre. 

“After a drive-by shooting we ended up having 
to pull out of one incident. We don’t know if we saved 
the apartment building. Gunfire was so close that 
some of the firefighters took refuge under the engine,” 
Bickel explained, referring to one incident. 

At one point, coming down La Brea Ave. from 
the freeway, firefighters asked the dispatcher “Which 
fire?” because they could count six “loomups.” He 
explained that a “loomup” denotes smoke and flames 
in the air. They were told to use their judgment. 

At La Brea and Sycamore they could see a three- 
story apartment and one- to two-story condos about 
ready to go. During the time downtown, they didn’t 
lose a single residential building. At one point, they 
were told to pick the buildings with the most exposure 
problems since, for a two-hour period, they had no 
relief. The dispatcher said, “You’re it.”

without losing the exposed buildings next to each fire- 
involved building. Our highest priority was to pro¬ 
tect homes.” 

They were dispatched to a fire on Ninth Ave. 
and Western but on the way they were stopped at Ninth 


and Alvarado because an apartment building was being 
threatened by fire. 

“We would be driving past several buildings that 
were fully involved but we would go past those to where 
there was an assignment which involved people’s 
homes. Our primary task was to protect exposures 
where people were living. Fires were breaking out 
mostly in commerical buildings,” Captain II said.

Landowners across America - individ¬ 
uals as well as groups and associations - 
are doing their part to protect the environ¬ 
ment by becoming land stewards - people 
who actively manage their forestland 
and natural resources. 

They’re doing this with the help of 
a U.S. Department of Agriculture Forest 
Service program that is designed, among 
other things, to plant and improve trees 
in rural areas, improve woodland habitat 
for wildlife and enhance outdoor recrea¬ 
tion. 

Called the Stewardship Incentive 
Program (SIP), it will provide cost- 
share assistance for the installation of 
approved practices. These include: Re¬ 
forestation, Forest and Agro-Forest 
Improvement, Windbreak and Hedge¬ 
row Establishment, Soil and Water Pro¬ 
tection and Improvement, Fisheries and 
Wildlife Habitat Enhancement, and 
Forest Recreation Enhancement, among 
others. 

Cost-share rates for SIP practice 
vary in each state and may vary from 
practice to practice; they may not exceed 
75 percent of the actual cost to establish 
the practice.

• For awhile last Thursday it looked like 
Howie’s was the only food store in the San 
Gabriel Valley. At least the number of 
people crowding in the store was “larger than 
some of my Christmas Eve crowds,” said 
Bob Quarnstrom, manager of the store that is 
owned by Kathy Picano. 

About 2 p.m. that day the crowds started 
coming from Pasadena, Altadena, Monrovia, 
as well as the home-town people. 

“We have 50 baskets and 50 hand baskets. 
There were 100 to 150 carts out at one time. 

At first I was a bit apprehensive and then 
I saw that all of my customers were nervous, 
looking at the smoke outside in the air. 

Rumors ran rampant. My gosh, it was really 
something,” Quarnstrom reported. 

This was, of course, because of the fire 
and looting problems in downtown Los Angeles 
as a result of the not guilty verdict in the 
trial of the police officers who were shown 
beating Rodney King, a motorist, in a video 
last year. 

As an aside, we report the large numbers 
of people who decided they wanted their 
coffers filled to overflowing because of their 
fear of not enough food available. 

• To add to the excitement at Howie’s 
Ranch Market (corner Sierra Madre Blvd. and 
Baldwin) was the order from the National 
Guard for 4(X) lunches and 200 dinners. 

Just like that, out of the blue. 

“At 12:15 p.m. Saturday, a National 
Guardsman in camouflage outfit, with his 
AK47 strapped on his back, pulled up in an 
Army truck around back and we placed all of 
the food in the truck. The troops were at their 
encampment across from Santa Anita Race 
Track, ready to be dispersed downtown in 
case of a problem,” Quarnstrom said. “Even 
though it was Tony’s day off (Tony Lopez is 
manager of the deli), he came back in and 
did the job. Out of some bad comes some 
good...,” Bob Quarnstrom said. 

There is a chance they may have to prepare 
10,000 sandwiches this weekend for the Los 
Angeles Police Department. Are they ready? 

Of course. “It’s no problem,” Lopez grinned.

More about Sierra Madre in early days... 

The business section along Sierra Madre 
Blvd. and Baldwin, north and south, was establi.shed, 
and a good round robin of select businesses were 
operated. There were about 15 small industries 
that were listed within the city limits, the larger 
of them being Sierra Engineering, which em¬ 
ployed from 250 to 300 employees. Sierra En¬ 
gineering was changed in the late ’70s or early 
’80s to Scott Aviation Inc. Notice has been given 
that this industry will or has moved from the city, 
leaving a gigantic hole in the tax revenue of the 
city and may cause several families to follow the 
industry out of the city. 

In the late ’50s and early ’60s, Sierra Madre 
had a radio station, KMAX, located in the old 
hotel across from City Hall. Its transmitter 
tower was located at Michillinda and Sierra 
Madre Blvd. Considerable interference was had 
by car radios within the area of the tower. It 
would either blank out the radio or scramble it 
to the point of no reception. Later the station 
was moved to Arcadia, and eventually, it went 
out of business. Advertising being the revenue

of the concern, it did not favor them. I think 
they went out of business in the early ’70s. 

At the time of incorporation the city of 
Sierra Madre was declared to be a General Law 
City. Five councilmen were to be elected on the 
basis of two, and two years later, three and then 
back to two and so on. From the elected coun¬ 
cil members a mayor was chosen at the organiza¬ 
tion date of the first Tuesday in the month of 
April. Each year the mayor or new mayor was 
installed. A city administrator was appointed 
by the council and served at their pleasure. The 
city clerk and the city treasurer were elected 
every four years. All elected officers must be a 
resident of the city and a registered voter. Until 
around the ’70s the council members received 
no salary but were reimbursed for expenses in 
attending any out of town meeting or conven¬ 
tion. 

The council is the governing body of the 
city, receiving its power from the state constitu¬ 
tion . Such power is expended and implemented 
by the codes of the city of Sierra Madre, which 
has been formulated by the City Council.

Had a chance to take in a Little League game 
at Heasley Park. Wasn’t a pretty sight. In fact, 
it makes me a bit uncomfortable even attempt¬ 
ing this piece. I mean, taking a shot at something 
as innocent as little boys and girls playing base¬ 
ball. Hmmm, maybe that’s the tack...little boys 
and girls are not playing baseball. There is nas¬ 
ty, pervasive undercurrent you can detect at these 
games. Rather than having a sometimes comical, 
sometimes enjoyable day watching kids trying 
to bang a baseball around, instead we see and 
hear a battery of screaming, fit-to-be-tied parents. 
They brow-beat, harangue and intimidate these 
kids in single digit ages to perform like adults. 

Oh, yes, 1 know that they must start learn¬ 
ing the cold “realities” of life...that the world 
is hard and unforgiving, but must we stsrt in¬ 
timidating them so blasted young? They are 
barely kids! Have we advanced (if that’s the word) 
so much that we can now eliminate the phase of 
children’s lives when they seek and discover on 
their own? Can’t we hold off on this “great les¬ 
son” until they are in their mid-teens and allow 
them to form opinions and create an arena for 
feedback...so we can at least measure how they 
feel? 

1 thought, perhaps, that I was “out in left 
field” in thinking the way I do. I sought some 
advice from a friend who has coached Little 
League in a neighboring city for 15 years. He 
painted an even grimmer picture. He estimated 


that between 60 and 70 percent of parents who 
attend games are way out of line in presenting 
what he called the original Little League ideals: 
character, discipline and courage. He stated that 
most adults at games are unruly and undisciplined 
and show extremely poor character traits. In 
that courage is a step-sister to the first two; let’s 
just leave that one alone. I asked him for some¬ 
thing that could cure it. 

His reply surprised even me. He suggested 
that parents should be restricted from interfering 
with coaches, managers and umpires specifically 
at Little League games and probably at Pony 
Colt games as well. The Little League experience, 
in his mind, should first and foremost be a posi¬ 
tive one. To do so, the parents, based on their 
continued performance, have to be constrained. 
In order for kids to progress in the game, and 
to attain the ideals mentioned earlier, he sees a 
need for “a win” to be relegated to its proper 
place. A “win” at the expense of the ideal is not 
a win. The problem, as he sees it, is that many 
parents do not agree with this. And until they 
do, the Little League as originally purposed is 
threatened. 

Having personally witnessed a series of emo¬ 
tional tirades from parents, and the obvious in¬ 
ability of the youngsters to handle this pressure, 
it would seem that the time for some responsible 
discussion is at hand.

Robinson to speak on San Gabriels 


brings researcher 
to Eureka during 
big earthquake 


Whether or not you’ve been listening to seismolo¬ 
gists explain how to restructure a historic structure so 
it will survive more earthquakes, you know what to 
do in an earthquake. 

It was a quake...or rather quirk...that Jayne Kist- 
ner, historical preservational researcher, was in Eureka 
for the big earthquake there, Saturday, Apr. 25. 

“1 just stepped up to a historical light standard 
and held on while my legs turned to mush and I watched 
the streets ripple and buildings move. There I was, 
with all the experts in the state talking about seismic 
upgrading and I was down in the old historical district 
of Eureka when it started to shake,” she said recently, 
shaking her head in remembrance. 

“I felt this earthquake much more than the June 
28, 1991 (Sierra Madre) earthquake,” Kistner said. 

It was 11:06 a.m. and she felt a hard jolt plus the 
rolling feeling. “Within five minutes there were two 
earthquakes,” she remembered. 

She was attending the meeting of the California 
Preservation Foundation from Apr. 23-26 and was 
representing herself as historical researcher. The pri¬ 
mary focus of the meeting was education/preserving 
and caring about the older structures in the state of 
California. The earthquake and ensuing aftershocks 
took place in one of the richest areas of upgraded Vic¬ 
torian homes - Eureka, Scotia, Ferndale. 

During the evening of the 24th there were two 
major aftershocks, Kistner said. One was at midnight 
and the other was at 4 a.m. 

“They woke everyone. We ran to the doorways. 
You can imagine that everyone looked lovely since we 
were all wakened from a sound sleep,” the Sierra 
Madrean reported. 

She laughed ruefully when she explained, “The 
conference was successful until Saturday afternoon 
when we didn’t get to have the earthquake sessions. 
When the quake hit, they were having Western Days 
and the parade had just ended. The horses had been 
acting strangely as had the other household animals 
and then the earthquake hit,” she remembered. 

She added, “It was nice to have so many experts 
there,” noting that the 1992 California Preservation 
Conference in Eureka is just one component of the 
active program of the California Preservation Foun¬ 
dation. The nonprofit organization is based in Oak¬ 
land. The Foundation is led by a board of trustees 
from communities throughout the state and it offers

a quarterly newsletter, workshops, legislative advocacy 
efforts, and the California Heritage Task Force. Many 
consultants are on hand to offer all sorts of assistance 
in preservation of structures. 

The 17th annual California Preservation Confer¬ 
ence marks the first time this yearly confab has been 
held north of San Francisco and Sacramento. 

Humboldt County is a land of the tallest trees in 
the world, towns that have survived since the California 
Gold Rush in 1849 when gold was discovered. The area 
is a major lumber, fishing and shipping center since 
the 1850s. 

Bret Harte edited the local newspaper in the 1850s 
in Areata, one of the towns the group toured, as 
well as Scotia and Ferndale.

felt that the crowds tracked the firemen by listening 
to the radios and televisions. “Where the firefighters 
and police were not, the gangs went.” 

He noted, “The mob was so organized that I saw 
three vehicles pull up to a mini-mall, load and drive 
away. Then the next vehicle would pull up. It was 
organized theft by all colors of people.” 

Hood felt that the government in Los Angeles 
had let the taxpayers down. “They are supposed to 
provide a safe place to live. The taxpayers are paying 
and look what happens. The government has actually 
reduced the number of firefighters throughout the 
years while there has been a tremendous rise in popu¬ 
lation. I sometimes think that the city fathers are tak¬ 
ing advantage of mutual aid.” 

Yes, he saw riddled bodies lying in the streets, and, 
yes, he heard gunfire much of the time. When he at¬ 
tempted to call home, a policeman held a gun on a 
sniper on the roof of the apartment above him. He 
found many spent bullets in the street outside a gun 
shop that had been torched. 

Hood returned to work on Saturday for another 
shift as a firefighter, wondering if he would have to 
go back downtown.

No one will ever forget 
the images we saw over 
Los Angeles last week. 
When war-like terror sweeps 
across the landscape of 
our supposed civilized 
world and back yard it 
sounds an alarm within 
all of us. We’ve all just 
had a wakeup call. Crisis 
is hell. But it also can be 
the predictor of some new 
beginnings. We in Ameri¬ 
ca foiget that joy and peace 
and prosperity are the ex¬ 
ception rather than the 
rule in most parts of the 
world. 1 once read a book 
entitled “Surprised by 
Joy.” The author’s con¬ 
tention was that the real 
miracle of life is that in 
the struggle and difficulty 
of life that “joy” does 
manage to find us and sur¬ 
prises us. In a world where 
conflict and oppression 
dominate so many peoples, 
joy, happiness and peace 
can never be taken for 


granted. Right now, few 
people are taking peace 
and joy for granted in Los 
.Angeles. 

Maybe now we’ll return 
to a sense of surprise and 
expectation that in the rub¬ 
ble of burned-out build¬ 
ings and lives that joy and 
peace will once again find 
us. There is an enormous 
amount of work to be done 
by all of us. We cannot 
take peace between neigh¬ 
bors for granted.

'Feminization of Poverty’ 
subject of talk May 8 


The following is one of 
a series of e.xcerpts taken 
from “The Promise of 
World Peace, ” a statement 
made by the Universal 
House of Justice, inter¬ 
national governing body 
of the Baha’i Faith, to the 
peoples of the world. 

The cause of universal 
education, which has al¬ 
ready enlisted in its ser¬ 
vice an army of dedicated 
people from every faith and 
nation, deserves the utmost 
support that the govern¬ 
ments of the world can 
lend it. For ignorance is 
indisputably the principal 
reason for the decline and 
fall of peoples and the 
perpetuation of prejudice. 
No nation can achieve

On I sour and curfew- 
quiet weekend, two local 
productions, both adapted 
from classics, both musi¬ 
cal, contrasted sharply 
with this weekend’s events 
as well as with each other. 

Bertolt Brecht and Kurt 
Weill wrote “The Three 
Penny Opera” in 1928 
when there was deep de¬ 
pression in Germany and 
Naziism was just begin¬ 
ning. They based it on 
the 18th century “The 
Beggar’s Opera” by John 
Gay which satirized the 
high-flown opera of its 
time by dealing with thieves 
and prostitutes instead 
of gods and royalty. 
Brecht’s story is laid in 
his version of early Vic¬ 
torian England, but the 
production at the Base¬ 
ment Theater in Pasadena 
rightly ignores Brecht’s 
casual attitude toward his¬ 
tory in favor of the time¬ 
less cynicism with which 
he treats human behavior. 

Brecht’s characters are 
pure German underworld, 
and Marc Blitzstein’s slight¬ 
ly bumpy translation goes 
well with Weill’s driving, 
sometimes harsh, music. 
Brecht expected theater 
to be social propaganda 
and his messages are al¬ 
ways right up front. 


There ii Macheath, 
equally skillful at murder 
and seduction, his little 
gang of thieves and his 
numerous doxies; there 
is the sanctimonious beg¬ 
gar-master, Jonathan 
Peachem, his alcoholic 
wife and his comparative¬ 
ly innocent daughter, Pol¬ 
ly; there is Tiger Brown, 
old army buddy of Mac- 
heath, now commissioner 
of police; and a chorus 
of beggars and street peo¬ 
ple. These people do not 
see themselves as grim; 
they are just part of a so¬ 
ciety whose entire moti¬ 
vation is “What’s in it for 
me?” 

Brecht is one of the great 
powers in modern theater 
history. By doing away 
with phony “realism” and 
admitting the limitations 
of live theater and its de¬ 
mands upon the audience, 
he unleashed a theatrical 
power that has been doing 
him homage for over 60 
years. 

Director Jan O’Conner 
greeted the opening night 
audience, welcoming them 
to the Basement’s inaugura¬ 
tion as an Equity-waiver 
house (meaning that it can 
use professional actors 
as well as amateurs) and 
to its first musical produc-

tion. She also remarked 
on the relevance of the 
I^ay to L.A.’s recent prob¬ 
lems. One of the vigorous 
choruses says, in essence, 
“Don’t presume to judgt 
us. You can’t talk moral! 
ty to people who are hun 
gry.” Polly Peacham ac¬ 
cepts with hardly a qualm 
the fact that the supplies 
for her wedding festivities 
are all stolen. How else 
would you get them? 

The cast is expert, pros 
and amateurs alike. Michael 
Gough makes a suitably 
slimy Macheath and Larry 
Davison is the hypocriti¬ 
cal Peacham. Linda Rand 
sags well as Mrs. Peach¬ 
am and Melanie van Bet- 
ten is the rumpled but wor¬ 
shipful Polly. Debra Frol- 


ing and Lucinda Cone 
have some fine sarcastic 
songs as two of Madieath’s 
women and Matthew Hen- 
erson is the policeman 
torn by his grotesquely 
divided loyalties. Tom 
Robinson holds things to¬ 
gether as the Streetsinger 
and gets to sing its best 
known song, “Mack the 
Knife.”

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Local fire captain helps with L.A. fire effort

They responded to fires on Western, Sunset, Holly¬ 
wood and Crenshaw Blvds. They went down Western 
three times because there were so many fires started 
in that area. An entire mall was in fiames on Pico 
near the 10 freeway. 

“Right behind us was a two-story apartment 
building 10 feet away. People on the roof were try¬ 
ing to squirt water on their homes...once eight fire¬ 
fighters vanished in the heavy smoke for a few fright¬ 
ening moments and there were shots around us all the 
time. When the shooting got really loud, we knew 
it was in the block and we’d pick up our lines and 
leave,” Bickel remembered. 

“There were crazy things occurring like when 
we rolled on a fire where there were downed power 
lines. People in the apartment building had taken 
their fire hoses through the windows to squirt water 
on the fire across the street. Some guy who was driving 
past got some of the water on his car and he got so 


mad that he tried three times to hit the people trying 
to put out the fire on their neighbors’ apartment. 
Then a man and a woman, driving a Cadillac and 
dressed very nicely, came around and got out of their 
car, took pictures of the fires, and drove away like 
this was an amusement park. It was truly amazing,” 
Bickel observed. 

Once the fires were knocked down people came 
out of their lodgings to thank the firefighters. 

There was no police support until early Friday 
morning because, Bickel said, there was so much go¬ 
ing on. “When the CHP (California Highway Patrol) 
came in, they were sent out to assist everyone. Boy, 
were we glad. There were four cruisers assigned to 
them. Later we had four CHP cruisers and two Los 
Angeles Police Department cars with us.” 

The firefighters exhibited uncommon valor. They 
didn’t use their breathing apparatus because they felt 
they might need them to enter a building to save lives.

This is against all firefighting rules, Bickel remarked; 
however, they didn’t want to use up their air if they 
would need it for saving lives later. 

Bickel noted that the firefighters weren’t as con¬ 
cerned with their own safety as they were the safety 

of those they were there to help. They were there to 
do a job. 

The looting was quite a phenomenon. "We’d be 
fighting fire and people were carrying stuff past us. 

We saw a lot of the same people.” 

The firefighters thought about their families a 
great deal of the time. Luckily, Chief Mull had a 
cellular phone in his car, so when they had the oppor¬ 
tunity, they were encouraged to call home. 

Bickel said he should preface the interview with 
the remark that he was not talking with The News 
other than letting the town know what happened. “I 
just happened to be there.” 

How was Bickel chosen? He was picked by 
Assistant Chief Roger Lowe to serve as an aide, a 
safety officer for everyone on the scene. His job was 
to size up the fire with Chief Mull and advise the chief 
when asked. 

Bickel is an engineer at Pacific Bell. He and his 
wife, Becky, have two daughters: Jennifer, 3Vi, and 
Carolyn, 2 years. They also have a “fire” dog, a Dal- 
mation called Cinder. 

Was he tired? Yeah. Would he do it again? No. 
“I hope I never have to.” At the time, he was just 
trying to get the job done. 

Bickel also applauded Fire Chief Ed Tracy for 
providing the leadership to make sure Sierra Madre 
Volunteer Firefighters “can function without others 
knowing we are volunteers. He (the chieO has brought 
the department to a point where we can go to other 
cities and agencies, and function along side the pro¬ 
fessionals.” 

Bickel said that he was impressed with the pro¬ 
fessional behavior and attitudes of the firefighters 
even under the most difficult situations. Chief Robert 
Mull of El Monte and Chief Ron Sill from La Verne 
fire departments provided the leadership that enabled 
the Strike Team to operate as a single unit to protect 
the lives, homes and property wherever they were dis¬ 
patched. The companies from Arcadia, Covina, El 
Monte, La Verne and Pomona worked together so 
well that one could easily believe they were actually 
from one agency that always worked together.

30 rounds were fired by 
Carlos Martinez, the 31- 
year-old, who was reported 
to have been receiving 
psychological treatment 
for depression, fired his 
last shot, fatally injuring 
himself over what the 
Arcadia Police Depart¬ 
ment indicates was a 
domestic dispute. 

The Arcadia PD became 
aware of the problem 
around 11 p.m. last Sat¬ 
urday night when con¬ 
cerned neighbors phoned 
in a report of gun shots 
in the 800 block of Sun¬ 
set Ave. There, Martinez 


had entered a house with 
a shotgun, rifle and pis¬ 
tol, and attempted to talk 
to his ex-girlfriend. When 
he was distracted, the 
former girlfriend and her 
daughter were able to 
escape unharmed. 

Martinez then barri¬ 
caded himself in the house 
and fired shots at Arcadia 
Police and the Arcadia 
SWAT team which sur¬ 
rounded the house; how¬ 
ever, no shots were fired 
by the police, reported 
Capt. Dave. Hinig. 

The police evacuated 
those neighbors they 
deemed to be in a “critical 
area”; and the L.A. Coun¬ 


ty Department of Mental 
Health was called in to try 
and talk to Martinez, a dif¬ 
ficult task given that he con¬ 
tinued to shoot out win¬ 
dows and through walls 
and that he had ripped 
out phones, preventing 
a communication through 
the telephone, added Hinig. 

Martinez’s last shot 
came at approximately 
4:30 a.m. on Sunday morn¬ 
ing, almost six hours af¬ 
ter the ordeal began. The 
SWAT team entered the 
house at 4:49 a.m. and 
found Martinez with a 
fatal gunshot wound to 
the chest.
